Britain, for example; has 
cut hers by a fifth to-under 
one. million while American 
has reduced’ hers by at least 
half and possibly more’ to 
just under three million. 


Russin has a vast, numerical 
‘superiority on the continent 
of Europe. Wer forces far 
exceed the total NATO 
manpower and ‘yet — she 
seriously expects the West 
to make further cuts at-this 
stage as a gesture of faith? 
Moscow, by its announce- 
ment, ix only just beginning 
to carry out what the Allies 
have completed in post-war 
disarmament, And it would 
be insane for the West to 
reduce’ its armed strength 
any further until Russia 
has released at Jenst another 
million men from active 
service. 
HEN disarmament comes 
to be discussed ‘by the 
Big Four foreign ministers
